And there is no

There are certainly wide differences 
of opinion as to the so-called “con­ 
ventions” of Auction and Contract. 
Some players advocate conventions 
and rules to fit every case, which would 
convert the game from an amusement 
into a study, from a pastime to a lesson. 
Every one who wanted to play a better 
game would have to learn and observe 
these numberless conventions and rules. 
There always would be a right and 
wrong way of playing and bidding 
every hand, and the burden of too 
many conventions would be heavy on 
the game. Conventions are becoming 
too complex and unless the tendency is 
stopped they will spoil the finest card 
games ever invented. 
Certain conventions undoubt edly are 
necessary for they convey information 
to partner that makes a full under­ 
standing possible. Such conventions as 
recognized leads, for example, give 


absolute information to partner and 
enable him to play the hand and obtain 
much better results than if there were 
nonconventional leads. Conventions of 
this type are a necessary anti com­ 
ponent part of the game, for it is im­ 
possible to have any intelligent play 
by partners without having some con­ 
ventional way of communicating to 
your partner so far as you can what 
< ards you hold and what you want him 
to do. The more meaning there is to 
every lead or every play, the greater 
pleasure there is to those players who 
understand and appreciate it. 
The writer thoroughly believes in 
necessary conventions, both of bidding 
and play, but is unalterably opposed to 
the modern tendency to graft on the 
game new and illogical bids. 
The following hand shows the value 
of an understanding between partners 
of the conventional leads: —

He now led the deuce 
of clubs which indicated to Ifis partner 
exactly four clubs. Ii won the trick 
with the ace of clubs and, instead of 
leading another club and letting Y 
trump, led the diamond, hoping that 
A either had the Ace or could trump it. 
A did trump and, therefore, defeated 
the hand two tricks, lf A and Ii had 
not used the conventional leads, they 
never could have obtained this result. 
It is a good example of the value of 
sticking to necessary conventions of 
play.
